2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1, 5-10 and 13 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by YU etal., (BIOORGANIC & MEDICINAL 
CHEMISTRY LETTERS). YU et al. , teaches the compounds, compositions and method of use of the compounds of formula I where 
Ri is NH2 or NHCOCHs; V is F; X is N; T is phenylene; and R is OMe, F and H as shown by examples la, lb, 1c, 7a, 7b and 7c. 

Claims 1,5-10 and 13 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over YU et al., (BIOORGANIC & 
MEDICINAL CHEMISTRY LETTERS). For reasons stated above. 

Claims 2-4, 1 1 , 12 and 14-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest 
the compounds, compositions and method of use of the compounds of formulae II, III, IV and V as claimed herein. 

Claims 1-23 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4), and thus the compounds, compositions and method of use of the 
compounds of formulae I, II, III, IV and V have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can be made or used in 
industry. 
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
